honor of the Silver Jubilee of Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, and of our 
ancestors--"Roots" and for a year of peace. 


On the front page we have featured a most charming picture of Her Majesty 
and herewith is some pertinent information. 


Constitutional Monarch 


‘Elizabeth the Second, by the Grace of 
God of the United Kingdom ot Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and of Her 
other Realms and Territories Queen, 
Head of the Commonwealth, Defender 
of the Faith’, fourth Sovereign of the 
House of Windsor, was born on 21 
April 1926. She was the first child of 
Albert, Duke of York, and his Duchess, 
formerly Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon, 
and adored first granddaughter of King 
George V and Queen Mary, who called 
her ‘Lilibet’. Her sister, Princess Mar- 
garet, later Countess of Snowdon, was 
born in 1930. On the abdication in 1936 
of Edward VIII, thereafter styled Duke 
of Windsor, the Duke of York succeeded 
his brother as George VI and Princess 
Elizabeth became heir presumptive. The 
rules of descent provide that in the order 
of succession sons of the Sovereign and 
their descendants take precedence over 
daughters, and daughters and _ their 
descendants over lateral lines, the eldest 
daughter being ‘alone inheritable to the 
crown on failure of issue male’. Her 
Majesty as Queen Regnant exercises the 
powers of the Crown as fully as a king. 


Constitutional development has so pro- 
gressively reduced the once-absolute rule 
of the monarchy that the United Kingdom 
is today governed by Her Majesty’s 
Government in Her Majesty’s name: but 
The Queen remains head of state and 
there are acts of government such as the 
summoning, prorogation and dissolution 
of Parliament which depend on her. 
The choice of Prime Minister is tra- 
ditionally her prerogative. She has her 
Privy Council and, while committed to 
impartiality, must be informed and 
consulted on every aspect of national life. 
Her manifold duties include the not 
infrequent entertaining of visiting royalty 
and heads of state. To a training in 
regality which began in the schoolroom 
under the supervision of her mother, the 
Queen Consort, now Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother, Her Majesty adds the 
personal grace that enhances national 
pageantry such as the annual Garter 
Ceremony at Windsor Castle, where the 
premier order of chivalry was founded in 
1348. Formerly a Lady of the Garter, an 
honour conferred in modern times only 
on royal ladies, Her Majesty became on 
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her accession Sovereign of the Order, as 
of the other British Orders of Knight- 
hood, the first Knight of the -Garter 
created by her being Britain’s war leader 


and her own first Prime Minister, Sir 
Winston Churchill. Her consort, who 
has fully shared the achievement of her 
reign. was already a Knight of the Garter. 
The Ouke of Edinburgh, a great-great- 
grandson of Queen Victoria and thus The 
Queen’s third cousin, to whom she was 
married in Westminster Abbey on 
20 November 1947, was born a Prince of 
Greece and Denmark and served during 
the war in the Royal Navy, to whose 
traditions he remains deeply attached. 
The consort of a queen regnant, unlike 
a king’s, has no prescriptive style or 
privileges, but His Royal Highness makes 
an individual contribution to national 
life, especially through such projects as 
the Duke of Edinburgh’s Award Scheme, 
designed to encourage enterprise in 
young people. 


She spoke on radio in October of 1940 when she was only fourteen years old 
with these prophetic words: "When peace comes, remember, it will be for uss 
the children of today, to make the World of tomorrow a better and happier 
place." (Ah, the wisdom of youth.) 


Then, in 1947, at the age of twenty-one she made this astounding dedication 
setting forth the pattern of her future life with an unerring sense of direc- 
tion that she has not wavered from. Quote: 

"I declare before you all that my whole life, whether it be long or short, 
shall be devoted to your service, and to the service of our great Imperial] 
Family to which we all belong; but, I shall not hesitate to carry out this 
resolution alone unless 
you join in it with me, 
as I now invite you to 
do. I know that your 
support will be unfail- 
ingly given. God help 
me to make good my vow 
and God Bless all of you 
who are willing to share 
ee ai!

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We are deeply indebted to the Queen for her unselfish participation in help- 
us celebrate our 200th Anniversary in 1976. On July , 1976 she spoke in 
Philadelphia and presented a new bell on behalf of the British people to the 
people of the United States of America. The bell had been cast in the same 
Foundry as our Liberty Bell, Thomas Lester's Whitechapel Foundry in London, 
Here is part of her speech: Quote, "We learned to respect the rights of 
others to govern themselves in their own way. This was the outcome of exper- 
ience learned the hard way in 1776. Without that great act in the cause of 
liberty performed in Independence Hall 200 years ago, we could never have 
transformed an Empire into a Commonwealth. This morning I saw the famous 
Liberty Bell. It was carved to commemorate the Pennsylvania Charter Privil- 
eges but it is better known for its association with the Declaration of 
Independence. Today, to mark the 200th Anniversary. of that declaration it 
gives me the greatest pleasure, on behalf of the British people, to present 

a new bell to the people of the United States of America. It comes from the 
same foundry as the Liberty Bell but written on the side of this Bicentennial 
Bell are the words, "Let Freedom Ring". It is a message in which both our 
people can join and which, I hope, will be heard around the world for centur- 
ies to come." 

Then the Bell peals forth its tremendous sound with the message of a new 
declaration for the coming century. Happily, we have recorded this on tape 
for the school along with her address. 


Later on the Queen participated at our celebration held in Boston, patiently 
reviewing a parade and speaking on behalf of our English friends, bringing 
their greetings and well wishes for the future. The farewell departure on 
her ship leaving the harbor on their way to Canada was a most pleasant time, 
through the medium of television. 


On May h, 1977 we heard an announcer in London say, "Our ceremony launches 
today a nation-wide celebration of your Majesty's Silver Jubilee--" 

To which the Queen replied, (excerpt) "I number Kings and Queens of England 
and of Scotland and Princes of Wales among my ancestors. And so I can read- 
ily understand their aspirations. But, I cannot forget that I was crowned 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland." 

Loud and clear the announcer proclaims, "three cheers for Her Majesty, the 
Queen--Hip, hip, hip and then the huge throng explodes in one thunderous roar, 
HOORAY ! This is repeated twice One can imagine Queen Elizabeth ITI 
filled with overwhelming emotion as her loyal subjects render in one united 
voice heard throughout the Kingdom this tremendous ovation of "HOORAY". 

I wonder if she harkens back to 1838 when Queen Victoria was crowned and"how 
proud she was to be Queen of such a nation"? 


It must have been a terrific experience at the banquet on June 7, 1977 

when the Queen ended her address with these profound words, "My Lord Mayor: 
when I was 21, I pledged my life to the service of our people and I asked for 
God's help to make good that vow. Although that vow was made in my fallow 
cote when I was green in judgment, I do not regret nor retract one word of 


Going back to June 28, 1838 when the Coronation of Queen Victoria took place 
we are refreshed by her diary account of how she felt at this auspicious 
occasion and to think that she was only eighteen years old! We were favored 
by Jean Marsh of "Upstairs-Downstairs" TV fame as she read the private diary 
of Queen Victoria about her special day. 

Jean Marsh speaks: "From the diary of Queen Victoria the 28th of June 1838 on 
the day of her Coronation." Quote, "It was a fine day and the crowds of peo- 
ple exceeded what I have ever seen many of there were the day I went to the 
city. It was nothing, nothing to the multitudes, the millions of my loyal 
sub-jects.who were assembled in every. spot to witness the procession. Their 
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good humor and excessive loyalty was beyond everything and I, really cannot 
say how proud I feel to be--Queen of such a Nation. I reached the Abbey amid 
deafening cheers a little half past eleven. The Bishop of Durham stood on 
one side near me but he was, as Lord Melbourne tells me, remarkably maladroit 
and could never tell me what was to take place! At the beginning of the Ant- 
them where he made a mark, I retired to St Edward's Chapel; a small dark 
place immediately behind the Altar with my Ladies and Train Bearers. Took 
off my crimson robe and kirtle. Put on the Supertunics of Cloth of Gold and 
proceeded bareheaded into the Abbey. I was then seated upon St. Edward's 
chair where the Dalmatic Robe was clasped around me by the Lord Great Chamb- 
erlain. Then followed the role of various things and last of all of these 
things, the Crown being placed on my head which was, I must own, a most beau- 
tiful impressive moment. Poor old Lord Role, who is 82 and dreadfully infim, 
when attempting to ascend the steps, fall and rolled quite down, but 'twas 
not the least hurt! The Archbishop,had most awkwardly, put the ring on the 
wrong finger and the consequence was that I had the greatest difficulty to 
take it off again; which I at last did with great pain. But about half past 
four I reentered my carriage, the Crown on my head and Sceptre and Orb in my 
hand and we proceeded the same way as we came. The crowds, if possible, hav- 
ing increased. I came home a little after six, really not feeling tired. I 
then sat on the sofa for a little while. I said to Lord Melvin that I felt . 
a little tired on my feet. ‘You must be very tired', he said. Spoke of the 
way took the Robes, etcetera, the Coronet, and he turned round and said to 
me, so kindly, 'And you did it beautifully, every part of it with so much 
taste. It's a thing you can't give persons advice upon. It must be left to 
a person.' Ah to hear this from this kind impartial person gave me great 

and real pleasure. Spoke of my intending to go to bed. He said, 'You may 
depend on it. You are more tired than you think you are.'". (Even Queens 
have a charm and humor all their own!) Many of you, no doubt, would love 

to have such an entry in your dream diary on such a momentous occasion. 


Tape recordings were made of special events involving the Queen during her 
Silver Jubilee by the Commission and a duplicate was provided to use in 
school by Mr. Leo Dalpe of the History Class as well as a transcription of 
what was said to enhance the great significance of this historic period.

In 1755 a Company of 7 Bellingham Militia men under the command of Capt. 
John Jones with Peter Thompson as Lieutenant were ordered by King George II 
to march to Crown Point in New York state to fight the French and Indians 
but were diverted to Lake George instead, where,on September 8, 1755,six men 
of this Company lost their lives. Casualties: 

Sgt. James White Ebenezer Perry Corp. Ebenezer Warner 

Seth Sanford Simon Cheney Lt. Peter Thompson (Died Sept. 30.) 
The local Baptist church was informed in 1757 that Lt. Peter Thompson had 
left them a legacy of three pounds with which they were to purchase their 
first Communion Set consisting of four cups or beakers, two tankards, a 
platter, napkin and tablecloth. Two of these cups are still in possession 
of the church, 

When King George III ascended the throng in 1760 this was the yeer that 
Deborah Sampson was born and who, later in 1782, enlisted in the Continental 
Army in Crimpville while masquerading as a man using the Name of "Robert 
peurtlieff." 

Also during the reign of this Monarch a notable descendant of John and Pris- 
cilla Alden found a haven in Bellingham for 31 years as a Baptist Minister. 
He died here and is buried in the Center Cemetery. His influence reached 
far and wide in the Colonial period. He received the love and respect of all 
townspeople. We also lesrned that what Priscilla ssid when she proposed to 
John Alden in 1620 differs from what Longfellow promoted and is really more 
in the Pilgrim language era and has a romantic appeal all its own--"Prithee 
John, why do you not speak for yourself?" Well he dic and so we were fort- 
unate to have as our own citizen--Rev. Noah Alden--great grandson of John 
erueeriscilia. 


In World War I we had 75 men serving in the armed forces and forty of these 
Bueeecontne ocean to further bind our ties with England. Two men died in 
this conflict and in their honor the local Legion was named "Arnold-Spencer" 
Post. 


In World War II over 00 men served and six lost their lives in this terrible 
holocaust. Thus we see that our aid and allegiance has favored our native 
land for several centuries even though we cast off the yoke of Yovernment 
long ago and that in spite of all we are a close knit family with our mother- 
Menger ius we have asright to share in the glory of the present as Her 
Majesty has nearly completed a most jubilant Silver Anniversary. 


Then last of all we are thankful and express gratitude that another year has 
passed without our boys being subjected to armed conflict but ever mindful 
of the young men still suffering from wounds incurred in previous wars. 
To them we plead for Divine mercy and help and tc make us conscious of our 
Peoemiouv to iet them be forgotten or neglected.
